BEGIN TO SEE jlEAL HUERTA 


Holding of W omen H ostages Opens 
Eyes of British P artisans. 
London, April 27.— A painful senna 
tion was caused bere by new s that j 
H uerta is holding A m erican women 
and children a* hostages. 
It has rather shaken 
the 
curious 
British belief that H uerta is a worthy 
object of support. None of the Mexi­ 
can houses has had cables from Mex­ 
ico City within forty-eight hours, and 
evidently a com plete censorship is in 
operation. 
W hat is now happening is slowly 
convincing H uerta's p artisan s that it 
is Impossible for the ignited States to 
have in any ease refrained from inter­ 
vention much longer, ad th a t the e s ­ 
tablishm ent of a civilized governm ent 
in Mexico is essential. 


M exicans Seize Railroad Coaches. 
Vera Cruz. April 27. — The latest 
move of th e .Mexican F ederals has 
been to confiscate all the rolling stock 
on the Mexican railroad. As qui kly as 
the rolling stock is seized It is taken 
to Apizaoo, an hour s run to the south 
of the capital. All th e confiscated rail­ 
road property is being concentrated at 
this point.

Juan Kiano, the Spanish am bassador, 
announced that he had taken charge 
of the affairs of the Mexican govern 
m ent in W ashington.
